Our short visit to Chiwasee Co., in Michigan, 
Was very satisfactory. The country is new, and 
the population as yet, though rapidly increasing, 
issparse. They are freer from the trammels of 
parties and sects than any people I have ever 
seen, and are ready to hear and embrace the 
truth, It would be an excellent outlay if an 
agent of the American Anti-Slavery Society could 
spend two or three months in that county. There 


are few ministers there yet to poison the people 
With a pro-stavery religion. One sensible man 
Temarked that the rats, the crows and the minis- 
ters never made their appearance in a new country 

till the hardy pioneer had provided something for 
them t tO eat,

ARREST CF SLAVE-CATCHERS. 


Hannisare, Saturday, Feb. 24—6 P.M. 


Our borough has Leen thrown into a state of ex-' 
eltement for the past twenty-four bours, in conse- 
quence of a daring attempt of an obnoxious slave- 
catcher, and two unprincipled colored men, to kid- 
nap @ colored free boy, ata late hour on Friday 
wight. The names of the accused are “Sol.” Sny- 
der, (a well known trafficker in human blood, aud 
the “stool pigeon” cf the Suvuthern soul-drivers, 
ior this vicinity.) James Thompson, colored, furm-: 
erly of Llolidaysburgi in this State. 

‘The boy upya whom this bold attempt to rob him 
of his free tom was made, is named George Clark, 
aged about eighteen years, and was bern and rais- 
ed in Carlisle, Pa.

A number of citizens and 
colored folks made for the spot, and found Clark 
Langing out of the windew some forty feet from 
the ground, head downward, and Snyder and his 
wife holding on to the other cad, in good earnest. 
A porty rushed up stairs, and learned from the 
the boy that he was a free negro; thatan attempt 
Jhad been made to kaock him duwn and gag him, 
andthat his only refuge was a precipitous exit 
froin the window. 

Snyder, who stood likea felon detected in his 
wieked act, and Lad nothing to say for himself, 
was immediately taken before a magistrate, ani 
thenee to prison. Jackson has been captured 
eince but Thompson made his eseape. 

At 10} o'clock Snyder had a hearing before Esq.
